Sir: I have endeavored to point out to the Whigs 
of Kentucky, the danger and impropriety, under 
existing circumstances of nominating at this time, 
a candidate for the Presidency, believing that such 
a exjurse would be fraught with injustice toward 
both Gen. Taylor and Mr. Clay, and might result 
in the entire deleat and overthrow o! the Whig par- 
ty. This advice I have offered in good feeling and 
honesty— w liether it may by any degree be the means 
of producing reflection and sober counsel, and of 
arresting the headlong course to destruction which 
seems to mark the conduct and over zeal of some of 
the true friends of General Taylor, I shall have the 
consolation, to know that 1 have done my duty to my 
party and the country. I will however suggest some 
other reflections which seem worthy of consideration. 
So far as we know, Mr. Clay has never desired to be 
the candidate of the party.
